English Workmen Find Them More Sat- 
isfactory at Home Than in America. 


NBWYOBK, Oct. 26.—A Providence, 
R. I., special says: The BritiBh Hotiery 
company, a concern which came over 
from Nottingham a year ago with a cap- 
ital, plant, and operatives, is getting into 
trouble, and employer and emploved are 
now at sword's point. 
The reason for 
the transfer of this extensive business 
was annonnoed to be the desire to take 
advantage of the protective tariff of this 
country as applied to the production of 
knit ^oods. 
The establishment settled 
«down at Simonsville, in the town of 
'«Johnson, a few miles west of this city. 
Arriving at the end of a year's business, 
the manager, K. J. Cooper, states that 
English and German competition, with 
duty and transportation included, pushed 
him so severely that at the rates of 
wages paid no profit ^tas made. 
He 
therefore announced a ten per cent, re- 
duction of wages and this was promptly 
met by quite a general cessation of the 
operatives. 
Mr. Cooper claims that the 
reduction is necessary. If the operatives 
do not give in Saturday he says he will 
cable to ^Nottingham for more help, 
which he says he can get in plenty. The 
operatives, however, have taken the iirst 
hand at cabling. 
They sent word yes- 
terday to Nottingham that a strike was 
in prc^ess against a reduction, and 
asked their friends to not engage to 
come over for their places. They claim 
that the advanced cost of rent and the 
JDecessaries of life over what they paid 
in England offset all other advantages, 
and that they would be better off on 
the smaller pay in England.

Besides the loss to bis uncle, young 
Landers is known to have issued bogus 
warehouse receipts to the amount of 
nearly $40,000 and left the country.

this amount $20,800 is held by the Meri- 
dan National bank, and $17,000 by the 
Indiana National bank, of this city. 
The money on these receipts was se- 
cured at various times, beginning as far 
back as last Mav, the last one bearing 
the date of Sept. 15. 


A PRELMABROAD. 


Bt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger's Work in 
Jay County. 


Rt. Rev. Bifehop Dwenger returned 
home from his Jay county tour this 
afternoon.

new church yesterday two miles from 
New Corydon.

Washiugton News. 
The journal of the house of represen- 
tatives for the first session, forty-ninth 
congress, has just been issued by the 
public printer. 
For the first time in 
congressional history, the volume of 
matter was so bulky that it had to be 
bound in two parts of 1,600 pages. 
Never before has the journal of a long 
session contained over 
2,200 pages. 
The one just printed has 3,200.

They did this to pay 
off every county order that drew 6 per 
cent, and to give them money enough to 
keep the county for the future on a cash 
basis and at the same time not to stint 
n the necessary expenses of a thriving 
county. 
Several years ago, about the 
time Mr. Budisill was auditor, a large 
number of wooden bridges, on pile foun- 
dations, were built within a period of 
four years.

These articles 
arc now leiivonedliirgoly by baking pow- 
dera, anil when pare and wholesome 
bukiiiR imwders are UMI!, they mnko 
nut only tlio most palatublu food, 
but 


duo much moro wholorfomo and nutritive 
tluin if loavenoil witU yeatit or cream of 
tartur and aodi*. 
The truublo arises
